He fobbed and wept 
aud clapped his hands and hallowed, and f- 
nally ran down into the ftvreet, By this 
time the Captain had retired with his parenis, 
and all the inhabitants of the place were al- 
fembled at the door.

thoufand pounds, and, at the peace, refigned 
his commiffion. He! iad fent feveral remit. 
tancies to his father, who received the firft 
only confifting of one hundred pounds; tbe 
fecond had fallen into the hands of a bank. 
rupt; the third had been cx ufigned to a gen- 
tleman of Scotland, who dicd before it arri- 
ved, fothat it {till remained to be accounted 
for by his executors He now prefented 
the old man with filty pounds for his prefent 
oceafions, over and above bank notes for one 
hundred, which he had rer for 
brother’s releafe.——He Oghe along 
with him a deed ready executed, by which 
he feitled a perpetuity of fourfcore pounds 
upon his parents, to be inherited by their o- 
thertwo fons after their di seale. 
wifed to purchafe a commiilion f 
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eft brother ; to take the other as his own 
partner ia a manufacture which he intended 
to fet up, togive employment and bread 
to the induttrious ; and to give tive hundred 
pounds, by way of dower, to hisfifler, who 
had married a farmer in low circunitances. 
binally, he gave fifty pounds to the poor of 
the town where he was born, and fealted ali 
the inhabitants without exception.

he was proud of his acquaintance; that he 
was an hener to his country, and had in fome 


meafure redeemed human nature from the

For my part, 1 was as much pleafed with the 
modefty as with the filial virtue of this ho-

1 
pity the youth who has natural good fenie, and 
not firmnets fufficient to refit the allurements of 
vice, and the fociety of thoie whole daily practi- 
ces lead to every violation of rectitude and right, 
he mu expeét to mect with taoie repulfions in life 
which negative bodies are aiways liab-e to.

bears pain without dejetion or difconten:; is raifed 
to power without turning giddy ; can be confided 
in without revealing the feeret; bas a perfect 
command of himfelf; feels few of the pains of 
competition, and none of eavy; he is aiwavs 
tranquil and compoled, arifiog from a confcioal- 
nefs of his fiaterity and virtue, with a faith and 
truft in providence, and a firm refignation to irs 
perfect order, that they may be improved as 
means of correClion, as matcrials to give {cope 
and fiability to his virtues.

Extrad of a letter from General Wilkinjon, dated 

Fort-Hamilton, November 6, 1792. 
Dear Sir, 

** I have the pleafure to inform you that Major 
Adair® has this day had a finart and ho»orabie 
broth with a body of favages, lappofed to be dou- 
ble his number, near to Foit St. Clair, and that 
after feveral turns of fortune and a tharp conceit 
for two hours he finally kept his ground though the 
enemy carried off the great body o/ his horfes 
during the attion. , 

I lament that Capt. Hale is among the flain, 
but for the confolation of his friends and of the 
friends of all who have fallen, they fell giorioufly, 
and fleep in the bed of honor—Madilon is again 
wounded—if he continues his career, he will be 
a diftinguifhed warrior. Be pleafed to inform his 
brother that his wound is flight. Enclofed are 
the names of the killed and wounded. Major 
Adair has done no more than I expeéted, that is, 
he has comuined courage to conduct, and done 
honor to the ftate of Kentucky. 

N. B. The enemy has lett two dead on the field, 
and were obferved to carry off miny.

* Capt. Adair commanded a company of about 
one hundred mounted volunteers, called inte (ervice 
from the fiate of Kentucky, to sfcort prowifions sent 
Srom Fort-Wafhington for the fupply of Fort Fef- 
Serfon.
